Your Sing 'n Jam requires five C bat- 
teries (not supplied) for power. For 
the best performance and longest 
life, we recommend RadioShack alka- 
line batteries. 

Cautions: 

• Use only fresh batteries of the 
required size and recommended 
type. 


• Do not mix old and new batteries, 
different types of batteries 
(standard, alkaline, or recharge- 
able), or rechargeable batteries 
of different capacities. 

1. Use a Phillips screwdriver to 
loosen the screw on the battery 
compartment cover, then remove 
the cover. 

2. Place the batteries in the 
compartment, as indicated by the 
polarity symbols (+ and -) marked 
inside. 

3. Replace the cover and tighten it 
with the screw. 

When the Sing 'n Jam stops operating 
properly, replace the batteries. 

Warning: Dispose of old batteries 
promptly and properly. Do not burn or 
bury them. 

Caution: If you do not plan to use the 
Sing 'n Jam for an extended period of 
time, remove the batteries. Batteries 
can leak chemicals that can destroy 
electronic parts.

1. Insert the microphone's green and yel- 
low Y-adapter plugs into the matching 
Mic Sound effect jacks on the back of 
the Sing 'n Jam. 

2. Place the microphone in the microphone 
stand holder. The microphone only fits 
in the holder one way. Do not force it. 
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1. To turn on the Sing 'n Jam, rotate MAS- 
TER VOL. clockwise until it clicks. The 
power indicator lights. 

2. Adjust MASTER VOL. to a comfortable 
listening level. 

3. Slide VOICE CHANGE/NORMAL/OFF to 
NORMAL. 

4. Rotate MIC VOL. to the desired level. 

5. Sing or speak into the microphone, or 
press any sound effect button on the 
microphone. The Sing 'n Jam automati- 
cally adds echo to the sound and the 
three lights on the top and the front of 
the amplifier flash. 

6. Slide VOICE CHANGE/NORMAL/OFF to 
VOICE CHANGE. 

7. Speak into the microphone. Adjust 
Pitch on the side of the microphone to 
the desired voice pitch level. You can 
talk or press any sound effect button 
at the same time. 

8. To turn off the Sing 'n Jam, rotate 
MASTER VOL. counterclockwise until it 
clicks. The power indicator turns off. 

9. Slide VOICE CHANGE/NORMAL/OFF to 
OFF. 


Note: The knob to the right of MAS- 
TER VOL. can be rotated but has no 
function. 

CARE 

Keep the Sing 'n Jam dry; if it gets wet, 
wipe it dry immediately. Use and store the 
Sing 'n Jam only in normal temperature en- 
vironments.
